PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Be.rovep Breturen: We have inet for the purpose of bulding the Forty-ninth 

annaal session of our Synod. And we meet under circumstances which call luudly 
’ fot the most grateful emotions of our hearis.. Amid the varieos vicissitudes of :the 
‘past. Synodical year, death has not been permitted to make any inroads in oar 
_ministerial ranks; and though there is abundant cause fur humiliation and self- 
‘reproach, yet God, in his wisdom and goodness, has seen fit to pour out his Spirit 
upon many of the people of our respective charges. Sinners have been convinced, 
‘mourners have been converted, back-sliders reclaimed, believers editied and estab- 
lished in the faith of the Gospel, and the bordersof our Zion considerably enlarged. 
True, some of our worthy lay-brethren and sisters have been removed from our 
midst, whose voices are no more to be heard in the great congregation militant, 
and whose energy and christian activity no more aid us on to victory and con- 
quest in the great work of man’s redempiion. But our lors is their gain. 

In compliance with your Constitution, I now proeeed to give you a detailed ac- 
count of my official acts. 

At your last Ministerium, the President and Secretary \ were ordered to renew 
the Licetse of Bro. B. N. Hopkins. A few days after Synod closed, I saw bro. 
Hopkins and proposed to renew said License ; when he stated to me that “ he had 
received a perpetual license from the South Carolina Synod, aud which was fe- 
garded valid by the Constitution of this Synod.” And feeling unwilling to ex- 
change an unlimited license for a limited one, he refused to do so. 7 

Believing the act in “conflict with our Constitution, and having Bo declared at 
the time bro. Hopkins became a member of our Syuod, but wishing to know the 
sentiment of the South Carolina Synod upon the subject, 1 addressed a letter to 
their President, and received an answer under date, July 4th, 1851, in which they 
regard the “ proceedings of our Synod as irregular,” and cite our own Constitution

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as évidence in the tase. Bro. Hopkins has, therefore, been laboring the past year 
without a fulfilment of the imstructions given at your last Ministerium. This 
would'seem to be a matter of some note for consideration at the present session of 
Synod. Either your Constitution must be altered, or the future action of your 
Synod different. 


Under date of June 4th, 1851, I received a letter from bro. a Groseelose, 
who informed me as the organ of your body, that he had, for reasons assigned, 
resigned his charge of Union Church, in Rowau County, intending to confine his. 
labors to Davidson County the present year. I learn that said Congregation have 
lately secured the services of bro. Simeon Scherer, a member.of the “ Western 
Virginia Synod.” In a subsequent communication from bro. Groseclose, he in- 
forms me that he has been preaching in the Court-house at Lexington, and the 
prospects of organizing @ congregation in that village are flattering. 


Under date of November 20th, 1851, I received-a communication from the 
Secretary of the ‘‘ Board of Directors” of the Thevlogical Seminary, at Lexing- 
ton, S. C., stating that Mr. R. M. Jones, a beneficiary of the Missionary and Eda- 
cation Society in connection with this Synod, withdrew from said Seminary while 
lying under censure of said Board for immoral conduct. Believing this to be a 


matter for the consideration of the Missionary and Education Society, I accord- 
ingly recommend it. 


‘February 2d, 1852, I received a letter from bro. J. Crim, in which he wishes to 
be excused for absence at our present Session of Synod. I recommend that his 
letter be read before Synod, and he be excused. Bro. Crim “ contemplates no 
probable change in his pastoral relation.” | 


March 27th, 1852, I received a communication from bro. Harter, in which he 
says: “‘ Concerning my churches in general—they are still increasing in numbers, 
I trust also in piety—and certainly in liberality.” 


» The foregoing comorise all the official acts and eokrepinstnn rearing to the 
mind of your President. 


"In conclusion, we have but one subject, that we would recommend to your wis- 
dom and discretion,—one which we conceive of vital importance to the interests 
of our Church in North Carolina, and one amply precedented. The educational 
wants of that portion of our beloved Zion, embraced within the limits of our 
Synod, has long been a desideratum. Believing with many otbers, that the re- 
‘sources necessary to the establishment of a High School of a Collegiate character, 
are amply sufficient, and adding to this the general wish of our Laity, and their 
expressed willingness to support such an Institution, the time, we believe, has 
come when we should nobly act on this subject. It is needless that I should ex- 
patiate upon the benefits that would necessarily result to our Synod and the 
Church in general, from such an Institution. The history ‘of similar institutions, 
long founded, bear ample testimony upon the subject. Suffice it ‘to say, thé pros- 
perity of our Synod, the extension of her borders, and the ‘want of sufficient in- 


telligence among our Laity demand such, an institation. Such is the policy of 
sister denominations. Of the Presbyterians, of the Methodists, and our German 
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Reformed brethren, who are more limited in numbers and resources within the 
North Carolina Classis, have lately established such an institution to meet similar 
wants in their church. And shall we fail to develope the talent and intellect within 
our own charch, by neglecting to secure the 
object may be effected ? 

That the German mind, comprising the great majority of our Laity, is suscepti- 

ble of the most profound, as well as useful thought and investigation, is evidenced 
in all the different departments of literature, science, and theology of Germany— 
our ancestral land. Shall we bury that mind, committed to our care and tuition, 
for want of action in supplying the means necessary to its improvement? Nay, 
verily, brethren. “But our object was merely to present this subject to your prayer- 
fal atid pradént Consideration. "We have no plan or basis of an institution to pre- 
sent—no suggestion to make relative to a place of location. These considerations 
should be the result of the united deliberations of this body, or at least of a judi- 
cious and experienced Comniittee appointed for such purpose. 
Brethren, we now tender to you our thanks, in retiring from office, for the con- 
fidence reposed in us, and pray God to smile upon all our efforts as a Synod to do 
his will. May he direct all our deliberations, and aid us, both in saving our own 
souls and them that hear us.

Report No. 1. 


The Corresponding Secretary of Synod respectfully reports: 
That he has received copies of Minutes from four Synods, from which he would 
communicate the following extracts: 


- No. 1. The South Carolina Synod held its 28th annual session in Ebenezer, 


Effingham County, Geo., on Friday, November 7th, 1851. This body numbers 
45 members, of which 34 are ordained Ministers. Twenty-six Ministers report 


elected were Rev. John F. W. Leppard, Pres’t., Rev. J. B. Anthony, Sec’y., Rev. 
E. B. Hort, Cor. Secretary 


The contributions from churches and societies amounted to $461, and the 
amount in the hands of the Treasurer of Seminary, is reported, at over $22,000. 
Rev. 8. R. Sheppard was appointed Delegate to this Synod, and Rev. J. D. Stingley 
his alternate, whom we are sorry to say is not among us. 


The next meeting of this Synod will be held in St. Mark’s Church, Edgefield 
District, on Friday before the 2d Sabbath in November, 1852. 

No. 2, Are the Minutes of the 10th session of the Synod of Western Virginie 
and adjacent parts, which convened in “ Luther Chapel,” Washington County, 
_Va., on the 18th of September, 1851. It numbers nine ordained. Ministers and 3 
Licentiates, who report 24 Churches and 5 preaching places, 129 Baptiams, 44 
confirmations, and 1,519 comtunicants. On page 10, is contained the following 
preamble and resolution: | 


“ As this Synod, (North Carolina,) has manifested great interest in behalf of 


Virginia Collegiate Institute, by its favorable notice of the same, by commending 
the Agent to the liberality of their people, and by the large amount which they 
have given, your Committee would recommend the following resolution :

The officers of 
this Synod are Rev. Daniel Jenkins, President, Rev. W. Jenkins, Sec’y., Rev 
John: Keack)Treasorer. They. wilt hold their next meeting in Zion’s Church, 
Jackson County, Illinvis, on Saturday before the 4th Sabbath in September, 1862,

centiates, who report 38 congregations, 407 baptisms, 260 confirmations, and 2,333 
communicants.

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Articte I. This Society shall be called the “ Parent Missionary and 
Education Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of North Car- 
olina,” 

“Arriott IJ. Any person may become a member of this Society by 
the payment of 50 cents annually into its Treasury. Five Dollars shall 
constitute membership for life, and ten dollars directorship for life. _ 

Artiote III. Congregational Societies, adopting the leading features 
of this Constitution, and contributing to the funds of this Society, shall 
be regarded as auxiliaries. 

Artiote IV. The object of this Society is two-fold; first, to send 
the Gospel to the destitute sections of the Chureh within the bounds of 
the North Carolina Synod; secondly, to afford assistance to indigent pi- 
gelical Lutheran Clutch, 
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_ Amricix V. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice 
President, Secretary, and Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected by 
ballot. 

Articte VI. The President shall appoint annually 12 Directors and 
an Executive Committee of 5, which Committee shall be authorized to 
employ a Missionary, or Missionaries, and assign their stations or fields 
of labor. They shall also examine all applicants for pecuniary aid, in 
regard to their piety, qualifications and acquirements. 

Articie VIL, Seven members shall constitute a quorum ; who may 
transact any business belonging to the Society ; and every meeting of 
the Society shall be opened with prayer. 

Articte VIII. The Treasurer shall give bond and security as the 
Executive*Committee shall direct, and hand in a written statement of 
his accounts for examination. An order from two of this Committee, 
attested by one of the Directors, on the Treasurer, shall be a sufficient 
voucher for him to pay a Missionary his salary, or a beneficiary his al- 
lowance. He shall vest surplus property and funds of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms; make payments and advances of 
money agreeably to the orders of the Society, and shall give to the So- 
ciety and Executive Committee, whenever they request it, a particular 
account of the state of the Treasury. 

ArticLe [X. No travelling or stationed Missionary employed by this 

Society, shall receive a sum exceeding $25 00 per month as a compen- 
sation for his services; and no beneficiary shall be allowed more than 
$100 00 per annum, which appropriation shall be paid semi-annually 
to the proper order of the Executive Committee. Beneficiaries engaged 
in any other business than their regular course of study, shall be entitled 
to no appropriation during the time they shall be so engaged. 
Articte X. Each Beneficiary who receives aid from this Society, 
shall give his note for the amount (without interest,) and if he be una- 
ble to refund the money, it shall be a gift, provided the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church receives the benefit of his ministerial labors. 


Articte XI. The number of beneficiaries to be received on the funds 
of the Society, shall be determined at the annual meeting of the Society ; 
but in no case, whatever, shall a greater number be received than one 
half of the amount of the funds in the hands of the Treasurer at the time 
of the meeting of the Society will justify. | 
Agticie XII. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to attend 
the meetings of the Society, to attest the orders of the Executive Com- 
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29 
mittee { ahd, together with said Committee, to increase the funds of the 


Society, by soliciting themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents 
to solicit the aid requisite to achieve the objects in view. 

Articte XIII. The Executive Committee shall have power to appro- 
priate all the monies of the Society for the support of Beneficiaries and 
the payment of Missionaries ; of examining and selecting candidates for 
patronage ; of appointing Committees to examine and recommend its 
apphcants ; of assigning to Missionaries their stations and fields of labor ; 
and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the furtherance 
of the objects of said Society, not otherwise herein provided for. Fi- 
nally, the Executive Committee shall keep a fair record of their proceed- 
ings, and report their transactions to the annual meeting of the Society. 

Articte XIV. Candidates may be aided in each stage of preparatory 
education for the Ministry ;—but, except in very singular cases, no ap- 
plicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall not produce 
from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal testimonials of hope- 
ful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; nor shall any person be 
continued on this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, except in 
very special cases, shall not, semi-annually, exhibit to the Society satis- 
factory evidence that, in point of genius, diligence, literary progress, 
morals and piety, he is a proper character to reecive aid from these sa- 
cred funds ;—in addition to which, each Beneficiary, after his admission 
into any College, shall annually exhibit to the Society, through the Exe- 
cutive Committee, or some of its Officers, a written declaration that it 
continues to be his serious purpose to devote his life to the Gospel min- 
istry in the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 

Articte XV. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, and 
whose name shall be stricken from the list of Beneficiaries, because of 
misconduct, or other deficiencies in regard to the qualifications required 
by the Constitution and the rules of the Directors and Executive Com- 
mittee ; or who shall have concluded not to devote himself to the Gos- 
pel ministry in the Lutheran Church, shall, within a reasonable time, re- 
fund the sum expended for his education, with lawful interest, whenever 
required by the Society. 

Artiote XVI. Whenever a Society shall be formed by members of 
any Evangelical Lutheran congregation, or the inhabitants of any neigh- 
borhood, which shall adopt the essential. principles of this Constitution, 
especially the provisions of the 14th Article, as the basis of its own, such 
Society, upon the due notice of its existence and desire of union, shall 
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be received by vote as a constituent branch of this Society. Every such 
branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its own Officers, and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds, for the aasistance of bene- 
ficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications, and 
of paying the salaries of its Missionaries. All monies of any branch So- 
ciety, not appropriated as above, shall be transmitted to the general 
Treasury, and whenever the exigencies of such Society shall exceed its 
own. resources, it may apply for assistance to this Society at any of its 
XVII. No Missionary shall be employed unless he be 
censed by some regularly constituted Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church. 

Articne XVIII. Every Missionary, employed by the Society, shall 
keep a regular journal of his labors, together with an account of all re- 
ceipts, and report the same to the Executive Committee, who shall report 
to the Society at its annual meeting. 

Articte XIX. The Executive Committee shall meet as often as the 
interests of the Society demand, and the President shall call such meet- 
ings whenever he deems them necessary, and it shall be his duty to do 
so when solicited by at least seven members of the Society. 

Articte XX. The stated meetings of this Society shall be held at 
the time and place of the meeting of Synod; and special meetings, 
when deemed necessary by the Executive Committee, shall be called by 
the President. 
Arriote XXI. The Executive Committee shall adopt such By-Laws 
as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of the Society. 

Artiote XXII. The Executive Committee shall supply all vacancies 
in their numbers, until the next annual meeting of the Society. 

Artioie XXIII. If the President, in the interim between the meet- 
ings of this Society, depart this life, resign his office, or become incapa- 
ble of executing the same, the next in office shall take his place and 
perform his duties ;—if it be the Secretary or the Treasurer, the Presi- 
dent shall appoint another, ad interim, in his stead. 

Articte XXIV. The President shall act as Chairman of the meeting. 
‘He may make motions, give his opinion and vote like every other mem- — 
ber. He shall appoint a Minister, and another for his alternate, who 
shall preach on the subject of Education and Missions at the next annual 
meeting. In case the business of the Secretary become too burdensome
